DEPRESSION REACHES FAR 
Beside the fro nt walk o f a middle western o r­ 
phanage there sits, ev ery day , a three-y ear-o ld 
bo y , o ne arm circling the neck o f a big po lice 
do g which has befriended him. The bo y keeps 
watching ev ery o ne who co mes u p the walk; and 
whenev er he sees a wo man appro aching his face 
lights u p and he asks, eagerly , “Mamma?” . 
This y o u ngster was bro u ght to the o rphanage 
sev eral weeks ago . His mo ther and father had 
been o u t o f wo rk fo r a lo ng time, and at last 
they had left him with their landlady “fo r a day 
o r so ” while they went to a nearby to wn to lo o k 
fo r jo bs. They hav en’t co me back y et, and the 
landlady at last no tified the au tho rities. So no w 
the lad waits at the o rphanage, tries to see his 
mo ther in ev ery wo man who passes by , and wo n­ 
ders dimly what is the cau se o f this u pset in 
his little wo rld? 
Qu ite clearly , the lad is ju st ano ther v ictim o f 
the depressio n; and his plight, so pathetic and 
heart-wrenching, is a thing we o u ght to remem­ 
ber— becau se it helps u s to u nderstand che 
tragedy and su ffering which that o ne wo rd, “de­ 
pressio n,” means. 
There are go o d gro u nds no w fo r believ ing that 
we hav e ju st abo u t go t to the end o f the depres­ 
sio n. So o ner o r later we shall be back o n o u r 
feet again. Shall we, when that time co mes, talk 
glibly o nce mo re abo u t “eco no mic cy cles” and 
the like,''taking it fo r granted th at o u r civ iliza­ 
tio n mu st swing back and fo rth between ex ­ 
tremes o f pro sperity and stagnatio n? 
If we fo rget all o f the bitter lesso ns th at the 
last co u ple o f y ears hav e tau ght u s, we might 
be fo o lish eno u gh to do ju st that; and, if we do , 
in a few y ears we shall repeat the o ld cy cle again 
and go do wn into ano ther depressio n like this 
o ne. 
Bu t we might remember that this “bu siness cy ­ 
cle” cau ses tho u sands u po n tho u sands o f trage­ 
dies ju st like this o ne o f the lo nely bo y at* the 
o rphanage. It means » an almo st immeasu rable 
amo u nt o f hu man su ffering. Keeping that in 
mind, shall we no t insist that we will no t pu t u p 
with any eco no mic sy stem which do es no t find 
so me way o f av erting perio dic depressio ns? 


VISITING THE STRATOSPHERE 
Few o f u s hav e any idea o f ju st what is to be 
acco mplished in a flight to the strato sphere. We 
are info rmed befo re the flight begins ju st what 
ex periments and o bserv atio ns are to be made, 
and afterwards, we are to ld what findings hav e 
been made and what co nclu sio ns are determined. 
Still, we are really in the dark co ncerning che 
practical side o f the adv entu re.

The pu rpo se o f the trip was to stu dy the co smic j 
ray and attem pt to determine whether they are 
electro ns o r pho to ns. If they are electro ns, it 
will be determined that the earth o riginated in 
a series o f ex plo sio ns minio ns o f y ears ago , with 
their fo rce no w self-co ntained in their regio n 
du e to their o wn actio n. 
Sho u ld it be fo u nd th at the co smic ray s are

pho to ns, sho o ting their deadly po wer at v he 
earth co ntinu ally , it will be co nclu ded th at che 
earth is self-renewing and ev erlasting. 
Regardless o f these technical ex planatio ns o f 
the feat, the fact remains that two brav e men
